(1) On April 6, 2023, former University of 3

Kentucky swimmer Riley Gaines spoke at San Fran-4

cisco State University about saving women’s sports 5

at a Turning Point USA and Leadership Institute 6

event. 7

(2) Riley Gaines was violently accosted, shouted 8

at, and physically assaulted by protestors following 9

her speech. 10

(3) After the attack, San Francisco State Uni-11

versity’s Vice President of Student Affairs, Jamillah 12

Moore congratulated the student body for partici-13

pating ‘‘peacefully’’ in the event with no mention of 14

the assault on Riley Gaines. 15

(4) This ideology-motivated attack was by no 16

means peaceful and resulted in zero arrests or action 17

by the University Police Department. 18
